One of the principal problems coiifrontlnR 
cmptoycrs nowinliiys Is llial on top of slinul- 
derlnB mosL ot the cost ot tlie Kovprnmon't's 
soclnl aeciirlly proitram. lliey arc beliiR nskyd 
to make additional coiiccssloim nlonK'Hlmlltir 
lines 111 worklns nBrccmpnts with their em- 
ployes. 

Two ol Twin Kails' leadlns employcrB were 
discussing this situation recently. In addi- 
tion to tiip doiibled-up social rctorm burdCn, 
tlioy were complaining about being forced In 
many instances to absorb their employes' 
withholding taxes because of wage domnnda 
to offset the difference. 

It all simmered down to the various re- 
sponslbllltlefl the Government hno nnddled off 
on business through one pretense or another. 

Comparatively few will nriiiie aRaltist the 
principle of collective barRalnlnc any more, 
but there Is still a question wlicllier every 
Issue under the Mm cart or should be settled 
by collective bargaining. 

The question Is timely right now as the 81 
basic steel eompanie.i present their side of the 
argument, against the dcmtinds which the 
C.I.O. £teclworker.s' union lia.s maili' before a 
panel of the war labor board. 

The union has made H demands: A 17 
cents an, hour wage Increase, crepllon ot a 
fund for the armed forces, guaranteed mini- 
mum weekly wage, vacation with pay. ."ilck 
leave", severance pay. higher pay for after- 
noon and night shifts, time and a half for 

■ work on six holidays, removal ot geographical 
wage differentials, equal pay rates for equal 
work, Job reclassification, clicck-nff ot union 
dues, common labor pay for learners, and the 
Institution of a group Insurance plan to give 
every employe 51.500 minimum coverage, plus 
disability Insurance and hospitalization. 

In arguing against sonic of these demands, 
steel company representatives may well say 
In effect: "Walt a minute. What Lt this? Arc 
wc negotiating over wages and working con- 
■ ditlons, or are we considering a social security 
. program? What's going to be the policy of 
the government on some of these things? Will 
there be Increased social security as a matter 
of national policy, or are those things to be 
loft to private employers? And If the govern- 

■ m'ent Is to broaden Its social security cover- 
age and benefits, why are we talking about 
them here? 

Here Is something to bear In mind: 

Before the depression and even before 
World war I. many of the stronger private 
employers had made starts at setting up pen- 
J. slon plans. When the whole country recog' 
nlzed the need for such old age Insurance, it 
was adopted as a national policy, anjl the 
private plans disappeared. ~~ 

Private unemployment Insurance plans, 
considered by a few companies In the boom- 
ing 1020'3, would not have been adequate to 
deal with depression demands.- and conse- 
^■quentty disappeared, to be replaced by na- 
tional unemployment insurance. 

Similarly, sflldler's part-pay benefits given 
by a few employers at the start ot the defense 
period have now been almost completely re- 
placed by dependents' allotments paid by the 
government. 

All of these developments emphasize the 
Importance of this question of what consti- 
tutes the field of collective bargaining. 

It's Just another one of those headaches 
this country Is suffering as a result of the 
government trying to talto over and then get- 
ting the Job only halt done. It's not a prob- 
lem that win be solved by continued bicker- 
ing. It calls for hard and fast rules, establish- 
ed through legLslntlon. that will lead us out 
of the wilderness.
